The Oblong Box and Letter Left on a Ferry- 
boat by a Mysterious Woman Mr. Feigei’s 
Fears Inspector Byrnes Discovers an 
Infernal Machine.

: nian Consul, yesterday sent word to Inxpector 

yroes that be had a box in tis possession which he 
feared to open, lest bis office would be blown up» 
and requested the Inspector to take it away from 
bis oes. Detective Hickey and a doctor from the 
Health Board went to the Consul’s office, on State 
street, and Mr Feige! pointed out an oblong box 
for their inspection. The cover was rai<ed sonie- 
what and by peering beneath it one could see a 
brass cylinder, and when the cover was pushed up 
a little further a clicking sound was beard. The 
doctor toon the box to police headquirters and put 
it in a pail of water, so that should there be any ex- 
plosive within it might become dampened and the 
clock work rusty. Half a dozen hours afterwards 
the detective carefu ly pryed off the top, aud

was revealed The cviinder was to ccnnect with a 
spring which was intended to cause a bar of iron to 
beat upon an explosi ve compound six tines more 
powerful in force than powder. The water had 
spoiled the machine for destructive work, but had 
the cover been lifted when it was in perfect order, 
and at the time the Cofsul received it, an explosion 
as terribie as the recent one in Grand street would 
have occurred.

and One Nights,” or, perhaps, more populary 
known as “Toe Arabian Nighi.” Au Amer- 
ican edition of 50 copies was printed, 


the price being fixed at one guinea. The transla- 
tion was by Mr. John Payne, and was as ne ry 
literal as tae capsbilities of the Envlish lsngusge 
world permit, It was at once reco.nize!l by critics

OUTRAGE BY BRITISH TROOPS. 

San. February 13—Small parties of hostile 
Arab bave reappeared to menace the garrison. A 
spy returned from Hesbeim, the place where the 
reconnoitering party of Hussars and Egyptians 
was attacked on the 8dinst. The Hussars got as 
far as Handoub without opposition, but having on 
their way out burned a native village without rea- 
son, they were attacked on their return at Hesheim, 
which is about three miles ride from Handoub. The 
attacking party lay in ambush and the Arab fire 
was so terrible that the Hussars could not face it, 
and saved themselves from annihilation by re- 
treating at full gallop in a circle to Suakim.

Spies were at 
once sent out to ascertain the fate of the missing 
troopers. The spy who returned, could learn 
nothing, but he found in the desert. near the 
scene of the ficht, several articles of clothing which 
evidently belonged to the missing men. The spy 
fetched these articles to Suakim, all pierced as if 
by spears. The spy reports that he found the ene- 
my encamped at Hesheim.

PROTECTING PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, February 18—The recent dynamite ex- 
plosion in the House of Commons demonstrated 
the fact that under the existing rules governing the 
admission of strangers to the galleries and lobbies 
of the Houses of Parliament it would be an easy 
matter for dynamiters to convey explosives into the | 
buildings during the session of Parliament and 
cause the death of many of its members. The Gov- 
ernment has decided to adopt more stringent rules 
regulating the admission of visitors. Members of 
Parlament. in the future, will not be allowed to i- 
troduce strangers into the galleries and lobby. The 
Speaker of the House of Commons alone will have 
the right of granting tickets of admission to visitors, 
and he will only issue tickets tothe members for 
their frends, after having received a week's notice, 
to that in the meantime the antecedents of the pro- 
posed visitor can be inquired into. Turnstiles will 
be erected at the entrances to the galleries 
and the lobbies. Experienced detectives will be 
posted at each turnstile to carefully scrutinize 
strangers as they pass. 

VISITORS TO BE SEARCHED. 

The police have been authorized to watch, search 
and, if necessary, to arrest persons visiting the new 
law courts buildings In all cases where visitors are 
accorded permission to enter the House of Com- 
mons they will be required to register their names 
and address and be furnished with numbered tickets 
which will be charged up against their respective 
signatures. The lobby of the House of Commons 
will be strictly reserved for the use of peers, mem- 
bers, officials and persons specially authorized by 


the Speaker.

The Compensation of Our National 
Law-Makors.

Over Two Millions Annually Appropriated 
for the Salaries of Congressmen—The Ex- 
pense of Clerk, Messenger and Other 
Hired Help —Sundries Costing Thousands 
of Dollars—The Cost of the Post Office 
Department 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WarHIneton, D. C., February 13.—The Legislative 
Appropriation bill, mak ug the appropriatious for 
the next Congress, has just been completed and 
printed. It elves some idea of what it costs to have 
a Congress. In thelist of expenses, the first item, 
the compensation of Senators is put down at 830. 
000, while for pay of the House the sum of 51.608. 
000 is appropriated, making over $2,000,000 in sala- 
ries alone to the men bers. Then there are still 
greater expenses, in the aggregate, though? none so 
large in a single item. The mileage of members of 
the House and Senate is alone nearly $150,000. 


For clerks to committees, messengers and others 
to wait upon and serve the bonorable siatesmen, 


the sum of $617,000is asked. Even the little item 
of stationery counts up, the sum to be appropriated 
by the bill as revorted being over $60,000. Then, 
too, there is the usual appropriation for the Botanic 
Garden, the principal purpose of which seems to be 
to furnish bouquets to members and their wives— 
or through them to somebody else's wife—gets §11,- 
000. For the Library of Congress the appropria- 
tion is $37,000. On the whole, Congress seems 


to be 
DOING PRETTY WELL. 


Over two million dolars for salary list, 
$60,000 for stationery, over $38,000 


for library, $11,000 for bouquets, and more 
than haf a milion for persons to wait on them, 
and do the work incident to their presence here. 

In this connection it is not uninteresting to say 
something about what Congress ha- done and has 
not done. It has passed the French Spoliation 
Claims bill, a really good work, that ought to have 
been done more than half a century a o. It has 
not passed the Bankruptcy bill nor the Educational 
bill, nor any of the land grant forfeiture bills that 
it started in on 89 bravely. It has 
made motions in the way of passin 
two inter-State commerce bills, but has not 
it, and will not. The Senate bill will die in the 
Senate and the House bill in the House. The 
House Calender shows something of what has not 
been done. It issues on Monday and Friday. That 
of to-day is “asignht.” Kighty ag lls were 
cons dered by committees and reported to the 
House, aud not one of them likely to get action.

THE ONLY WORK LEFT FOR CONGRESS TO DO, 
the only work it can possibly do, 
is the passage the appropriation bills. 
While on this subject of what it costs, it may be 
weil enough to say something about the cost of the 
Post Office Department. which has been under con- 
sideration. T salaries of Postmasters one 
amount to over $12,000000. That of the Post 
Office clerks in all the land is nearly $6,000,000, and 
the pay of letter carriers $4,000,000. In the Post 
Offices there is @ habit of putting up letters in 
packages, those for a_ certain distributing 
office being put in packages to insure easy handling. 
These are tied with twine. And what do 
you suppose the twine costs per year? Eighty - flve 
thousand dollars, or

for people of moderate deas Then as to the cost 
of carrying the mails. It is not much of a thing to 
carry a letter or a hundred letters or a few newspa- 
pers on a train when it is bemg run anyway—yet 
the railroad companies are to be paid the snug sum 
of 55.000. 000 for tnis service alone. Then what do 
you suppose the fellows get who take a dozen letters 
and a newspaper in a mail-bag and swinging it over 
a $15 mule carry them through the country not 
perpetrated by railways? The Star routes these are 
calied. For carrying the mails on Star routes the 
modest sum of $6,000,000 is allowed. Did you ever 
see the inside of a “traveling post office,” a 
fitted up so toat mail eres may work im it as it 
passes along. distrivuting and ng the mail 
which is to be delivered at tue various towns along 
the line, thus saving much valuable time that 
would have been consumed in preparing the mails 
at the Post Office where mailed?

A MINT ROBBERY. 


How a Bar of Silver Was Stolen in Phila- 
delphia and Recovered in New Kork. 


New Yora, February 13.—A cloud of mystery en- 
veloped the sub-treasury and the assay office yes- 
terday. A bar of silver, worth 51.100, stolen from 
tue mint at Philadelphia, had been returned to the 
Government officials here and deposited 
in the assay office for safe keeping. 
Beyond this fact, none of the Government @ licers 
would say a word Chief Inspector Drummond 
and a detective looked mysteriously and knowingly, 
but their lips were sealed. They are ona still bunt 
for the thief. The significance of the silence is eas- 
ily seen, in the fact that it is suspected 
that the {clerks in the Philadelphia Mint 
must be implicated lu the theft A 
bar of silver weighing about seventy pounds cannot 
be easy extrac from a su -treasury or mint 
without one or more of the officials knowing of the 
fact.
